Topeka Kas, (A3)—Kansas, the 
first state to have a “ blue sky” 
law, may get a new one . from 
the next legislature. 
Since Kansas 
adopted 
the 
present statute in 1911 for regu­ 
lating the sale of securities, all 
states except Nevada have en­ 
acted similar laws. Now 
mem­ 
bers of the Kansas 
legislature 
are told a new law is necessary 
if the state is to keep abreast 
of others. 
A bill has been drafted by C. 
B. White, assistant bank 
com­ 
missioner in charge of adminis­ 
tering the -blue sky” law, 
for 
presentation to the legislature in 
January. The bill follows 
the 
general lines of a plan proposed 
by the American Bar association. 
Only bonded and 
registered 
brokers, rather than what White 
describes as “ high-powered, ir­

salesmen,” 
would be permitted to negotiate 
sales of certain types of secur­ 
ities.

Their resignatio n permitted the mayo r to 
name a new bo ard to co nsist of perso ns who 
were in a po sitio n to dev o te mo re time and a t­ 
tentio n to the ho spital. 
One could no t blame 
the three physicians fo r no t being ov erly anx­ 
io us to o perate a ho spital to the satisfactio n of 
6,000 people, and attend to their own business 
as well. 
Dr. Wooden, who has lo ng been asso ciated 
in the health department, was persuaded by the 
mayo r to be reappo inted. A physician is needed 
o n the bo ard, and 
his 
past serv ices on this 
bo ard in the capacity as secretary are v ery co m­ 
mendable. 
The o ther two new members are G. P. Hunt, 
a retired business man, and Mrs. Edith Cain, 
wife of Lindsay Cain, and a daughter of W. M. 
Pearce. 
Mrs. Cain is regarded as a practical 
business wo man, and these two, with Dr. Wood­ 
en, sho uld mak e an ideal bo ard to guide the 
ho spital to asuccessful career. 
The co -o peratio n of the 
public 
will 
be 
greatly needed and no do ubt appreciated by the 
new bo ard. 
Ev erything canno t be wo rk ed o ut 
smo o thly in so sho rt a time, but there is little to 
fear but what thi^ bo ard will exercise 
good 
judgment in their rules and regulatio ns fo r the 
ho spital, so that in the co urse of time the citi­ 
zens of Rushv ille will be justly pro ud of their 
new enterprise. 
Under o rdinary co nditio ns a bo ard of health 
in a city the size of Rushv ille is, fo r the mo st 
part, only “ano ther appo intment,” but now the 
bo ard will hav e a new respo nsibility which will 
req uire the who le-hearted suppo rt of ev ery citi­ 
zen.

Tak e Steps to Stop Hissing at 
Bask et Ball Games 


EDUCATION OF FANS TO 
BE TRIED FIRST OF ALL 


Chicago, 
Dec. 
5 —(TP)—The 
right of bask etball fans to razz 
the officials is slated for discard 
in the western conference. 
Big Ten athletic directors and 
coaches have decided that boo­ 
ing and hissing must go and are 
ready to tak e drastic steps, 
if 
necessary , ot stop jeering. Educa­ 
tion will be tried first, and 
if 
that fails the crowds will be po­ 
liced. 
Booing and hissing of officials 
by spectators at bask etball games 
last y ear 
reached 
the 
stage 
where athletic 
directors 
ex ­ 
pressed fear for the ex istence of 
bask etball as a Big Ten 
sport. 
The directors, at 
their 
last 
meeting, ask ed the cooperation 
of the coaches. 
The coahes last week decided 
upon a vigorous educational pro­ 
gram to stamp out all unsports­ 
manlik e conduct at games this 
y ear. 
Illinois was the first school to 
initiate such a program. George 
Huff, director of athletics, y es­ 
terday sent letters to all Illinois 
students ask ing their cooperation 
in abolishing ‘ razzing.” A mass 
meeting of students will be held 
tomorrow to draw up a sports­ 
manship code. 
Other Big Ten schools are ex ­ 
pected to adopt similar programs 
before the opening of the season 
January 5.

Vagaries of the weather, pe­ 
culiar 
educational 
conditions 
and adaptability of the sport to 
buildings available 
for 
indoo: 
play combine to mak e bask etball 
the supreme winter game of this 
section, particularly in Kansas, 
Missouri and Ok lahoma. 
Bask etball was invented by a 
Kansan, Dr. James T. Naismith, 
who still is 
a 
member of the 
University of Kansas faculty , 
and the game has a firmer grip 
on the sunflower state, perhaps, 
than on any other. 
Practice begins in the midst of 
the football season and the final 
tournaments are never 
com­ 
pleted before early April. 
Kansas and Missouri 
each 
have two score small colleges 
and universities, and Ok lahoma 
nearly as many . All have teams 
and rivalry is intense. 
Small enrollment 
is not 
a 
handicap, as in football, baseball 
and other sports that require 
many men back ed up by many 
reserves. 
There 
are 
alway s 
enough play ers for a bask etball 
squad of eight, including three 
reserves. Women, 
too, 
have 
teams at many colleges, 
while 
high schools find so much en­ 
thusiasm among girls that they 


arrange special tournaments for 
them. 
The 
game 
is 
economically 
possible because equipment is 
not costly , few ex pensive 
trips 
are tak en and 
the 
admission 
price is low, since 
games are 
play ed almost nightly . 
Ex pensive 
gy mnasiums 
are 
not necessary , although desired 
at the larger colleges and uni­ 
versities. Bask etball is play ed in 
town halls, on dance floors, in 
opera houses and auditoriums 
and in 
“crack er 
box -’ 
gy ms. 
Every town, 
no 
m atter 
how 
small, has from one to a dozen 
teams. 
A high school squad is alway s 
the pride of the village, and 
in 
the larger town, there may be 
an independent team or two of 
old high school ot college stars, 
while college 
towns literally 
swarm 
with teams. 
Sunday 
schools, too, 
have 
bask etball 
leagues. 
A ban on football in Kansas 
City several y ears ago, because 
of an unusually large number of 
gridiron casualties, brought the 
cage game to the fore here. High 
schools took up bask etball as an 
outlet for emotions engendered 
by student loy alty .

make m istakes or ex perim ent in 
the lov ely free way common to 
artists. 
There a t the store y ou 
may 
find gay new colors and designs 
in the papers offered. Some are 
showing folded sheets in separ­ 
ate transparent env elopes. 
The 
sheet is ready any time to u se 
and is du st-proof. 
A thou ghtfu l gift to a friend 
wou ld be a nu m ber of kinds of 
paper, sent well before C hrist­ 
mas—or wou ld the friend think 
y ou were su ggesting he had not 
wrapped his packages attractiv e - 
ly in the past? It is a delicate 
m atter to decide.

Tinsel Cord of Colors 
W ith the wrapping paper y ou 
will find many su ggestions for 
ty ing packages. 
Raffia is u sed. 
Tinsel cord of many colors, tin­ 


sel ribbons, red, green and white, 
silken ribbons are there. Seals, 
stickers and pretty cards are all 
spread out too, making any sort 
of selection from them positive­ 
ly difficult. 
Besides all 
these practical 
“ aids to an attractive gift pack­ 
age” there are tricky methods of 
ty ing them shown y ou.

VETERANS NOW ELEVEN 


Chicago—(/P)—The 
death

Dr. Thomas C. Chamberlin, emi­ 
nent geologist, has reduced the 
number of pioneer professors iu 
the University of Chicago to 11 
of the original 9 8 who opened 
the school’s doors in 189 2.

Urbana, 111.—(/P)—The planet 
Mars will be a brilliant object in 
tiic evening sky during Decem­ 
ber, rising in the northeast soon 
after nightfall and remaining in 
view throughout the night. Its 
brightness and red color easily 
distinguish it from neighboring 
stars. 
Only two starlike objects out­ 
shine Mars; they are both vis­ 
ible in the early evening, but in 
other parts of the sky. Venus, 
the evening star and the bright­ 
est of all, appears low 
in 
the 
west while the great planet Jupi­ 
ter is high in south. 
Mars comes nearest the earth 
on December 15, when its dis­ 
tance is 54 million miles. A tele­ 
scope magnifying only a hun­ 
dred times will then make it 
appear nearly as large as the 
moon does to the naked eye. 
Many people will remember 
the unusually close approach in 
19 24, when the planet was only 
35 million miles away. Those ex­ 
ceptionally favorable opportuni­ 
ties occur at intervals of 15 to 
17 years; the next will be 
in 
19 39 . But the present opposition 
is a good one for observations. 
It is interesting to watch the 
planet's changing place among 
the stars from night to night. 
Now it is near the feet of Gemi­ 
ni, the Heavenly Twins. By Feb­ 
ruary 1 it will have moved west­ 


ward to a position between the 
horns of Taurus, where it will 
slowly turn around and resume 
its normal eastward movement. 
Like all the other planets Mars 
revolves around the sun from 
west to east. Being farther from 
the sun than we are and so re- 1 
volving more slowly, 
it is over­ 
taken and passed by the earth 
at intervals of 780 days. On these 
occasions the planet seems to 
move backward or westward. 
Through the telescope the sur­ 
face features can be seen more 
clearly than those of any other 
planet. Indeed, the surfaces of 
most palnets are entirely con­ 
cealed by the cloudy atm os-: 
pheres around them. 
But the Martian surface is at 
best none too distanct. 
Aside 
from the large green patches on 
the red disk of the planet and 
the white caps at its poles, ex­ 
perienced observers have differed 
widely as to what is really there. \ 
The "canals’* of Mars exist be­ 
yond much doubt. These elusive 
streaks have been seen too often 
to be illusions; and they have 
been photographed with some 1 
degree of success. But the theory

that they are artificial markings, ! 
and therefore 
that intelligent 
life is present there, does not 
find favor among astronomers I 
generally. These markings 
are ;

ried Spaulding. He was promin- 
ent in Chicago society, the son 
of the late Howard H. Spauld- 
ing; he was a Yale graduate, a 
former football player and a 
member of some of Chicago's 
most exclusive clubs. The wed- 
ding ceremony took place at the 
girl's summer home at Harbor 
Point, and 400 of Chicago's so- 
cially elite attended the brilliant 
ceremony. Immediately after- 
ward the young couple left on a 
honeymoon trip that took them 
around the world. 
Since then the two spent 


much time abroad. Spaulding 
was a lieutenant in the Ameri- 
can army during the World 
War; 
after^the war they made 


their home principally hi Chi- 
cago, although they maintained 
the magnificent Barker mansion 
here. 


Have No Children 


Some time ago rumors were 


current among their friends here 
and in Chicago that there were 
differences" and

between the two, but these were 
believed to have been settled 
satisfactorily, and the filing of 
the divorce petition came as a 
surprise even to close acquain- 
tances'.

•would be a number of kinds of 
paper, sent well before Christ- 
mas—or would the friend think 
you were suggesting he had not 
wrapped his packages attractive- 
ly in the past? It is a delicate 
matter to decide. 


Tinsel Cord of Colors 


With the wrapping paper you 


will find many suggestions for 
tying packages. Raffia is used. 
Tinsel cord of many colors, tin- 


sel ribbons, red, green and white, 
silken ribbons are there. Seals, 
stickers and pretty cards are all 
spread put too, making any sort 
of selection from them .positive- 
ly difficult.

Besides all

"aids to an attractive gift pack- 
age" there are tricky methods of 
tying them shown you. There is 
the double diagonal tie, across 
the box twice, and not so easy to 
do. Then there is the usual 
around once lengthways, around 
once the narrow way, ending 
with a pretty bow in the center 
of the package. 
An unusual effect may be 


achieved with two colors of pa- 
per arranging the folds so that 
the inner color is shown prettily. 
This can be done diagonally too, 
but just between you and me, it 
looks just a trifle too profession- 
al for us to attempt.

The only kind of trees that 


hold any interest to the average 
person at this time are Christ- 
mas trees. A Christmas 
tree 


may be a hemlock or a spruce, a 
fir, pine, cedar, or perhaps some 
other evergreen, as an arbor 
vitae. But the ones named are 
the most popular. Can you tell 
the difference? 


A spruce Christmas' tree has 


stiff needles, sharp as pins, that 
stand out all ways. 


A hemlock Christmas tree has 


flat needles that lie on the twigs 
as if they were parted, just as 
hair is parted. These hemlock 
needles are- whitish underneath. 


The fir Christmas tree has 


needles that are parted very 
much like a hemlock, only each 
separate needle seems to be 
parted on its under side, too. 
Very likely your tree will be one 
of these three. 


The pine is too well known for 


much description. It has two 
forms of leaves—the primary, 
small and scale-like, 
and the 


secondary,—long and in clusters 
of various numbers. There are 
many species, from a few feet 
high to over a hundred. 


The cedar is of an old family. 


It is the well—known Cedar of 
Lebanon. It is of slow growth, 
very hard wood, and.much used 
in manufacturing lead pencils. 
All are fragrant, and very popu- 
lar for Christmas trees. The 
cutting, shipping and selling of 
Christmas trees has developed 
into an established 
business, 


extending over the entire coun- 
try. One large shipper of New 
England has been in the busi- 
ness forty years and in that 
time has sold many thousand 
carloads of trees. Some of these 
have been shipped as far south 
as Texas and as far west as 
Chicago. This pioneer in the in- 
dustry is now eighty-two years 
of age, but he is still active, and 
curiously enough he is a real 
Santa Clause in appearance.

Mars will be a brilliant object in 
the evening sky during Decem- 
ber, rising in the northeast soon 
after nightfall and remaining in 
view throughout the night. Its 
brightness and red color easily 
distinguish it from neighboring 
stars. 


Only two st-arlike objects out- 


shine Mars; they are both vis- 
ible in the early evening, but, in 
other parts of the sky. Venus, 
the evening star and the bright- 
est of all, appears low in 
the 


west while the great planet Jupi- 
ter is high in south. 


Mars comes nearest the earth 


on December 15, when its dis- 
tance is 54 million miles. A tele- 
scope magnifying only a hun- 
dred times will then make it 
appear nearly as large as the 
moon does to the naked eye. 


Many people will remember 


the unusually close approach in 
1924, when the planet was only 
35 million miles away. Those ex-- 
ceptionally favorable opportuni- 
ties occur at intervals oi 15 to 
17 years; the next will be ii: 


ward to a position between the 
horns of Taurus, where it will 
slowly turn around and resume 
its normal eastward movement. 


Like all the other planets Mars 


revolves around the sun from 
west to east. Being farther from 
the sun than we are and so re- 
volving more slowly, it is over- 
taken and passed by the earth 
at intervals of 780 days. On these 
occasions the planet seems to 
move backward or westward. 


Through the telescope the sur- 


face features can be seen more 
clearly than those of any other 
planet. Indeed, the surfaces of 
most palnets are entirely con- 
cealed by the cloudy atmos- 
pheres around them. 


But the Martian surface is at 


best none too distanct. Aside 


the red disk of the planet and 
the white caps at its poles, ex- 
perienced observers have differed 
widely as to what is really there. 


The "canals" of Mars exist be- 


yond much doubt. These elusive
